Hiss illness was first 
diagnosed as tropical malaria, but 


• later it -was said' he was suffer- 
ing from an undetermined malady.

iion of them when we see them 
in the parade in Corsicana. 
".•AA totem pole Is a wooden col- 
\ S|iinin carved with figures of men 


< r6r beasts, or both. They may be 
as high as fifty feet, but are us- 
ually about 
twenty. 
They 
are 


fcolored with 
incredibly 
bright, 


painted beasts and birds and they 
mean to the Alaskan Indian what 
M coat of arms means to the Eng- 
lish nobility today or meant to 
(the "best families" of America 
in revolutionary days. 
' 
Kinship With Animals. 


& 
C Totem is a word that has been 
used in many senses and by many 
scientists, but It is in general the 
symbol of an old belief in human 
kinship with the animal world. 
AH savages, of course, bUleve In 
the 
human intelligence of ani- 


mals. Our own fairy stories show 
this feclinjr for In them the cat 
speaks and the dog carriers on a 
conversation. 
These savages 
believe 
that 


man and animals are on an even 
footing and can interchange ideas. 
They even believe they are act- 
ually, not figuratively, akin to 
beasts. They go ?ven farther and 
believe that certain stocks of men 
are "actually descended from or 
are 
developed somehow out of 


certain animals from which they 
can still 'claim familiar kinship. 


So totem poles are to 
them 


family trees. To those who can 
decipher its crude imageries, the 
pole erected before a man's house 
is a plain history to be read, in 


L s 
picture, of the family that lives 
'- vsrithin. The fables beasts are no 


more strange to them than are 
to us the unicorn and lion that 
prance upon the British coat-of- 
arms. These beasts do not seem 
queer to •us for we know them 
as symbols. Yet no lion ever took 
the posture of the British lion, 
nor twirled his tail so crookedly, 
and ho such beast as the unicorn 
exists. 
George 
^Washington's 


coat-bf-arms pictured a group of 
stars, but that does not mean 
he was a star gazer. 


No Indian of Alaska will eat 


flesh of the animal of whjch he 
thinks he is kindred. No man 
may marry any woman with the 
same family name (that is de- 
scended from the same common 
ancestor and using 
the 
same 


totem pole.) 


There aro many types of totem 


poles, as there are many uses 
for a coat-of-arms. They may be 
merely family trees set up outside 
a house, which serve as sort of 
a city directory to Indians. Mem- 
bers of a clan having the same 
totem name, though living many 
hundred miles apart and speak- 
ing different languages, are still 
considered blood 
relation 
and, 


when in a strange village, an In- 
dian "will look up at the totem 
poles outside houses 
until 
he 


comes to his own, 
where 
he 


knows he may always enter free- 
ly and be received as a .brother. 


Not A Religion. 


But while the legends of the 


Indians are built almost entirely 
around the totem poles, they are 
not in any sense of the 
word 


their religion. The totems are dis- 
tinctively a social symbol of fam- 
ily caste and prestige—venerated, 
but not worshipped. 
When an 


Indian refers to the raven or the 
wolf as his "creator," he does 
not mean the raven or wolf is his 
God, but merely that it was his 
first 
ancestor—his 
Adam, 
the 


progenitor of a human race, but 
not his great Jehovah. The only 
"worship" of totem poles by these 
people Is that very same pride of 
family tradition which we our- 
selves jokingly refer to when we 
say of some friend of ours: "He 
worships his family tree." 


Because the crest Is so Impor- 


tant as a matter of social Indentl- 
ficatlon, 
every 
household 
and 


personal 
possession 
is 
marked 


with it—every utensil and every 
treasure. 


One of the most unusual totem 


poles to be seen in 
Alaska 
is 


crowned with a huge bird head 
on which is set a stovepipe hat. 
The eyes of this groat bird-beast 
are bright red, the beak an equal- 
ly bright blue. Below is a queer 
figure hunched up man-like, al- 
most enfolded with great wings. 
Beneath this a richly carved box, 
and then another 
beast's 
head 


with great green 
eyes, 
hooked 


beak, and streaks of bright ver- 
million daubing it. The 
whole 


body of the hawk is patchwork 
color. Supporting all these strange 
animated carvings there squats a 
crude and horribly crouched man 
holding a spear. He has a leer- 
ing mouth and eyes and nose that 
also leer in grotesque 
fashion. 


Every color of the spectrum has 
been lain upon this totem and the 
images engraven thereon are lurid 
and memorable as figures seei) In 
nightmares. 


Coming: To This City. 


Some of the othefl unusual poles 


seen by Santa Claus and Prince
